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CLEMENCEAU SHOT
BY EMILLE COTTIN

Anarchist Fires Seven Times at
“Tiger of France,” Two
Bullets Taking Effect.

NOT SERIOUSLY INJURED

Despite His Advanced Age M.
Clemenceau is Expected to
Recover Rapidly and Soon
Be Out Again.

Paris, Feb. 20.—George Clemen-
ceau, the French premier, was struck
three times by bullets in an attempt
to assinate him yesterday. One bul-
let entered the right shoulder and
lodged under the left shoulder,
missing the spinal cord and the
lungs. The other two bullets caus-
ed scarcely more than abrasions of
the skin on the right arm and the
right hand.

In all, seven shots were fired at
the premier point blank by the as-
sassin, Bmile Cottin, known in an-
archistie cireles as “Milon,"” who was
arrested directly after the shooting.
Two bullets passed through the
clothing of the premier.

As the first shot strueck the
tomobiie, Premier (‘lemonscau lean-
ed forward and began to open the
door. It was in this clearly visible
position that Cottin fired the shots
which took effect. The premier con-
tinued his movement to open the
door which he did with his wounded
arm. The chaunffeur, although
elightly wounded, stopped the ma-
chine, and the premier stepped to
the roadway. The police agents al-
ready were siruggling with the pre-
mier's assailant.

After getting out of the automo-
bile In which he was riding when
shot, the premier, without a glance
in the direction of Cottin, started to
walk toward the front door of his
home. Before he reached the door
a number of persons came running
up to assist him.

"I I8 wot serious this time," sald
the premler in reply to a sympa-
thetie Inquiry.

ceau sat down on the hig armchair
and began to joke with his servants,
who were in tears, saving to them:

“Ce n'est rien' (it is nothing).

Marshal Foch arrived at the pre-
mier's residence about 10 o’clock
and took a seat in an adjoining room
to await developments. The marshal
had a few words with the premier
and M. Clemenceau said: “I have
dodged bigger ones than that at the
front."

About noon the doctors informed
newspaper men that the premier's
condition had been satisfactory up
to that time. ard that no complica-
tions were feared.

SHOOTS TO DEATH
UNCLE IN SUMTER

Willilam M. Baker Kills Irby 1.
Baker—Wounded Man, Citizen
of Lee County.

Sumter, Feb, 20.—A family trage-
day occurred at the Atlantic Coast
Line passenger station yesterday
morning about 5:30 o'clock when
Irby Isreal Baker, aged 53, was shot
by his nephew, Willlam Morgan
Baker. A single barrel shotgun was
used and the entire load of No. 5§
shot passed through the body. The
wounded man was carried to the
Toumey hospital but died two hours
later without regaining sufcient
consciousness to make a -statement
of any kind.

Irby 1. Baker and the daughter of
Willilam M. Baker walked to town
early in the morning and the father,
believing that his daughter and Irby
I. Baker were ahout to take the §
o'clock traln for Augusta, followed
them. No words passed between the
twdg men at the depot, it is sald. The
shooting took place as soon as the
veunger Baker eame near his unele,

Mack Newell Baker, a brother of
Willinm Morgan Bakel, was also at
the station armed with a double bar-
rel shotgun. After the shooting the
girl, Miss Edith May DBaker, handed
a pistol to a policeman,

All of the persons concerned are
from Lee county and live near St
Charles.  Willlam Morgan Baker, his
hrother and his daughter are in the
county jail here pending a prelim
inary hearing. The jury at the cor
oner's inquest found that Mack New
ell Baker was accessory to the shoot-
ing of Irby Tsrael Baker by William
Morgan Baker.

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REDUCE 1919 CROP
HOLD PRESENT ONE

One Feature of Resolution of
Bankers, Merchants and
Farmers.

MANNING ON COMMITTEE

Former South Carolina Gov-
ernor Chairman of Committee
Writing Important Resolu-
tions at New Orleans Meeting.

Now Orleans, Feb. 20.—A pro-
gram for the reduction of the 1919
acreage planted to cotton and the
holding of the present ecrop for
higher prices was embodied in reso-
lutions passed at the closing ression
of the conference of bankers, mer-
chants and farmers from all of the
cotton producing states. Thé sa-
lient features of the resolution are:

1. Reduction of the 1919 cotton
acreage by one-third as compared
with 1918,

2. A pledge not to sell any part
of the present crop for other than
“remunerative prices” and to
this erop until the demand ealls for
it at such prices,

1. Formation of State cotton
acreage reduction associntions whose
business it will be to obtain written
pledges to carry out the first two
provisions from every coftton grower
and eotton producer in the United
States.

4. To brand any man who refuses
to co-operate as “so lacking in pub-
lie spirit as to forfeit the confidence
of the community in which he
lives.™

hi. A future convention of ecotton
producers hefore which a detalled re-
port of the progress of the plans
outlined abova is to be made by ey-
ery cotton growing state.

The resolutions which were drawn
up by a committee composed of a
banker. farmer and merchant from
each of the cotton growing states,
headed hy former Governor Richard
I. Manning of South Carolina, as
chairman, further declared that “the
necumnlation of large stocks of cot-
ton In the hands of farmers and mer-
chants of the south and the drastie

That this convention
declares that if the foregoing acre-
age reduction platform §s carried out
there will he no necessity to sell any
part of the present crop for other
than remunerative prices, and the

convention hereby pledges ftself and |

fta members and afMliations not to
sacrifice the present erop but to hold
the same until demand calls for it at
such prices,

“Third. That the farmers mer-
chants and bankera of the south
should organfze their forces and in-
fluence to the end that the acreage
reduction and holding ecampaign
